MEMORIZATION 

The  Principal  shall  submit  to  the  High  School  Entrance  Board  through 
the  Inspector  a  statement  certifying  that  each  candidate  has  memorized  at 
least  two  hundred  lines  selected  from  Life  and  Literature,  Book  II,  or  from  the 
Canadian  Catholic  Corona  Readers,  Book  IV,  in  the  case  of  schools  using  that 
reader.  Passages  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Principal,  or  by  the  pupils  with  the 
Principal’s  approval,  and  may  include  both  prose  and  verse.  Memory  work 
will  not  be  tested  by  the  High  School  Entrance  Examination  in  1942,  but  each 
Inspector  shall  satisfy  himself  that  memorization  receives  adequate  attention.

There  will  be  no  test  in  dictation  in  1942. 

GERMAN

*Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  Authors  will  consist  of  tests  in  compre¬ 
hension  (no  translation) ;  (2)  Composition  will  be  set  according  to  the  new 
method  followed  in  “Schreiben  Sie  Deutsch.” 

There  will  be  no  test  in  dictation  in  1942. 

NOTE — Any  unabridged  edition  may  be  used.  Wherever  possible,  an 
edition  with  modern  spelling  should  be  used. 

SPANISH

*Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  Authors  will  consist  of  tests  in  compre¬ 
hension  (no  translation) ;  (2)  Composition  will  be  set  according  to  the  new 
method  followed  in  “Shorter  Spanish  Review  Grammar  and  Composition.” 

There  will  be  no  test  in  dictation  in  1942. 

ITALIAN

*Two  papers  will  be  set:  (1)  Authors  will  consist  of  tests  in  compre¬ 
hension  (no  translation);  (2)  Composition  will  be  set  according  to  the  new 
method  followed  in  “Italian  Review  Grammar  and  Composition.” 

There  will  be  no  test  in  dictation  in  1942. 

*NOTE — In  addition  to  the  regular  papers  in  French,  German,  Spanish 
and  Italian  mentioned  above,  two  papers  following  the  type  of  former  years 
will  be  set:  (1)  prescribed  texts  and  translation  at  sight,  questions  on  grammar; 
(2)  the  translation  of  English  into  the  other  language. 

These  examination  papers  will  be  for  pupils  who  are  repeating  a  language 
and  who  failed  in  one  or  other  of  the  papers  at  a  previous  examination,  and  for 
pupils  who  have  been  preparing  themselves  by  private  study  under  the  former 
courses. 

It  is  expected  that  the  examinations  for  1943  in  English  and  in  the  other 
modern  languages  will  be  set  only  according  to  the  new  method  of  study  and 
the  new  courses.
